and two terms as prosecuting attor­ 
ney. 
Reports from the polls in Pettis 
County and the district throughout 
the day Indicated that Johnson was 
leading. 
It was when the returns 
b egan to come in after the polls 
closed, and the Democratic votes 
b egan 
to mount and 
mount, 
his 
plurality over the other two candi­ 
dates was more than even his most 
staunch supporters had dared hope 
for. 
John W. Palmer, his opponent on 
the Repub lican ticket, received the 
returns at his home, 9 01 South Ver­ 
mont avenue.

“Unemployment in Missouri is a 
variab le q uantity, and predicted on 
estimates that vary, 
I am informed, 
that, as nearly as can b e computed, 
there are around 115,000 men and 
W'omen in the state who are ac­ 
tually out of work.

A minimum of 38 degrees 
in the Arcadia Valley, Iron County, 
and at Lebanon on top of the 
Ozarks, w*as the low*est reported. 
Nodaway, Buchanan, Charitan and 
Benton counties, with more than 
three inches, received the heaviest 
rains. 
The state average w*as 1.38 
inches.
